Situation at Baltimore Inter- 
fering With Operations of 
‘the Government. 


Washington, June 30.—The deadlock 
in the Baltimore convention threatens 
to continue the embarrassment of the 
executive departments of the govern- 
ment, due to the failure of congress 
to pass the necessary appropriation 
bills for the new fiscal year, which 
begins tomorrow. 

When the house and senate meet at 
noon tomorrow it is not likely that a 
quorum will be present, and unless 
unanimous consent is given for the 
passage of the Fitzgerald resolution, 
continuing last year’s appropriations 
during July, the government will have 
to struggle along without. funds until 
the democrats nominate a candidate 
for president, and permit the absent 
statesmen to return to their seats in 
Washington. 

Legal authorities hold that if con-

Denies That Roosevelt Forces 
. Attempted to Bribe Taft 
Delegates. 


Roger A Dewar, who was one of 
the delegates named by the Roosevelt 
wing to represent the fifth Georgia 
district at Chicago, and who is now 
a worker for the organization.in this 
State of the national progressive par- 
ty, having headquarters at 1304 Third 
National Bank building, has furnished 
The Constitution with the following 
Statement, in answer to an interview 
with Henry Jackson, collector of in- 
ternal revenue, which was_ published 
in this paper on Friday morning: 

Henry S. Jackson, the United States 
collector of internal revenue in Atlan- 
ta, made some statements in The 
Constitution of June 28. We all re- 
alize Mr. Jackson has to be pardoned 
some hyperbole Knowing how flushed 
he is with the victory of the steam 
roller in Chicago. 

But whatever one may e¢laim to, 
“know” about things underneath as 
well as on top of the “roller,’’ we-all 
do Know that “bribery’’ is an ugly 
word that men dislike to toss care- 
lessly about. The first charge that 
Mr. Jackson makes with his-light lit- 
erary touch against the Roosevelt sup- 
porters is in regard to bribery. Now 
if he has any. real information that will 
throw light on this subject he will 
do us all a great favor to explain it 
in detail: This is too serious a ques- 
tion to deal with in generalities. 1 do 
not at all profess to be able to do 
justice to the motives or methods of 
the Taft men who presented their 
delegations to the republican national 
convention, but I am able to speak 
positively for my own side. 

As a member of one of the commit- 
tees that was- detailed to interview the 
southern delegates from three states, 
I can assert positively. that no effort 
was made in’any manner nor form 
to bribe directly or indirectly, these 
delegates. In my work on this com- 
mittee I came in daily contact with 
such men as Senator Dixon, Mr. Gar- 
field, Governor Hadley, Governor Johna- 
son.

FLUCTUATIONS 
IN TURPENTINE 


Were But Slight During Past 
Week—tTotal Sales Were 
5,977. Casks. 


Convention With More In- 
terest Than Chicago. 


New York, June 30.—Sharp fluctua- 
tions of stocks occurred last week with 
frequent reversals in the direction of 
the movement. The volume of business 
was larger than the preceding week. 
Speculation retained an undertone of 
confidence, but it was evident that no 
disposition towards extreme views or 
excessive commitments was to be in- 
dulged in. The progress of the demo- 
cratic national convention was follow- 
ed-with an interest as great or greater 
than the proceedings of the previous 
week at Chicago, surmise being acute- 
ly alert to fix the point where the key 
to the year’s political results might 
be found. 

Uncertainty in economic and indus- 
trial affairs account for irregularity 
in the speculative index. Probably 
most attention was given to the ad- 
vances in prices of steel products an- 
nounced during the week. The gen- 
eral deduction was made that con- 
firmation was given by this event of 
improved condition in the great 
basic industry. An abrupt reaction 
in the London price of refined copper, 
however, had a rather disconcerting 
effect on opinion regardjng that mar- 
Ket. 

The advance of the session gives in- 
creasing influence to the crop division. 
An increase in the price of wheat car- 
ried a disquieting intimiation. Corn 
is still admittedly backward and the 
year’s cotton dcreage yet undisclosed 
with authority. These uncertainties 
are not without’ effect on commercial 
activity. 

The arrival of the period of the half 
yearly money settlements finds finan- 
cial sentiment serene over the out- 
come. The special requirement at Ber- 
lin is provided for by extraordinary 
measures taken in advance. Resort 
to New York, to London and it is be- 
lieved to Paris has been made to meet 
the situation. The expedients used for 
the periodical settlement at Berlin 
leaves open the inference that the ulti- 
mate solution of the conditions has 
been. deferred rather than definitely 
met. The unappeased appetite, in fact, 
constitutes the most serious item in 
the world’s financial problem. 


Savannah, Ga., June 30.—Fluctua- 
tions in the turgentine market were 
narrow during the week. At first 
there was a slight improvement, bute 
45 cents was the highest. A ‘slightly 
easier tone ruled later and the mar. 
ket sagged back to the level of the 
week before.

“Mr. Underwood is the !Iogical choice 
for president,” said Mr. Bankhead, 

“and we propose to stand firm. They 
have got to come to us.’ 

The Underwood managers express- 
ed themselves as entirely satisfied 
with events up to the present. They 
believe their time is .coming and that 
‘their plan Of campaign, which is a 
waiting one, has been justified. 

After the other leading candidates 
have demonstrated their inability to 
secure the nomination, the Underwood 
minen say the chance will come. 

With that end in view it was said 
that the Underwood supporters had 
not tried to increase the vote of their 
candidate on any of the 26 ballots 
taken thus far. Their attitude has 
been to let every man have his day 
and at the same time Keeping Under- 
wood before the field as the man to 
turn to as second choice. The time 
must come, they feel, when the con- 
vention will recognize the necessity 
for a realignment. When this point is 
reached the strength of the Under- 
wood campaign will be tested. 

Because of this phase of the Under- 
wood campaign, there is no spirit of 
compromise in their campaign except 
a compromise of the other forces upon 
Underwood as second choice.

July on the Farm. 


The regular progression of field 
crops from planting to th: middle 
period of growth and development has 
been much demoralized by the late, 
cold, wet spring and continuegq wet- 
ness. The usual relation between dates 
ang stazes of plant growth has been 
put out of joint. Some things 
ought to nave been done in June have 
come over into vuly. “Corn is late by 
two weeks and cotton ds hardly more 
advanced compared witn the usual de- 
these leading spring- 
planted, summer-growing crops. Not 
every field, hoWever, is so behind, for 
some farmers managed to plant some 
of their corn and cotton at the usual 
time and are now able to boast of their 
advancement and promise beyond 
those of less fortunate or more timid 
and cautious neighbors. I observe 
that these normally planted fields are 
almost, if not quite, up to the usual 
size, the cool, windy weather and 
rather excessive rainfall notwith- 
standing. 

It is an observed fact, once before 
alluded to, tuat a difference of a 
month between the dates Of Planting 
corn, cotton and some other crops, 
using the same Variety, the same 
quality of soil ang other conditions 
does not result ina monis difference 
between tasselling or silking or blos- 
soming of the early and later Planted

HOW TO MANAGE AND FEED A COW 

Ww. S. Hampton, Clinton, Ala,—l 
have a very fine grade Jersey heifer 
about 2% years old ‘that will calve in 
about six months. What I want to 
know is how to treat this cow to get 
the best. results from her. Her mother 
is a 4-gallon cow. How much feed 
must I give her a. day and what Kind 
of food? How is the best way to de- 
velop her bag? Should I start now to 
milk her before she drops her calf, or 
will it hurt her to milk her before 
she drops the calf? I want to know 
just how you woulq handle her from 
now on to get best results. Do you 
recommend cotton seed meal and 
hulls? 

Answer—lIf I should attempt to <n- 
swer your questions fully and in de- 
tail and just how to handle your cow 
in the best manner so as to “get the 
best results’ I would ‘have to ..write 
at least a’ small book on the subject 
of feeding ang managing a miich cow. 
It would be well for you to get a 
book on the subject and subscribe for 
at least one standard dairy journal, 
such as Hoard’s Dairyman, a weekly 
paper published at: Madison, Wis., and 
perhaps the best in this country. 

A heifer soon to- calve shoulg be 
“handled,” that is her bag should be 
gently kneaded and rubbed at least 
once a day from the time it begins to 
“spring, squeezing and ‘pulling the 
teats as if milking her. This aids in 
the better agevelopment of the bag and 
causes her to submit anid become gen- 
tle. In fact it is equivalent to and 
hett>r than “breaking her in” as prac- 
ticed by many. Goo@ pasture and a 
moderate amount of grain, Such as.cot- 
ton seed meal, shelled oats, wheat 
bran, shorts, say three or four pounds 
per day,. except that I woulq not give 
over a pound or two of cotton meal 
per day until a month after calving. 

Durine the three or four weeks pre- 
ceding calving the grain ration should 
be reduced to almost none at all and 
the pasturage should not be too abun- 
dant. the object being to reduce the 


-eondition of the heifer—-get her rather 


thin—in order to guard against the 
danger of an attack of “milk fever,” 
but this danger is not very urgent at 
first. calving. 

The feed after calving should be 
rather light, especially of grain, 
gradually increasing until she shall be 
on full: feed in six or eight weeks, 


(This precaution is against an attack of 


garget, to which a young cow with 
first calf !s somewhat predisposed. 

There is no harm in milking her a 
little before calving {ff t.2 bag seems 
unduly distended. 

“Full feed” is about 25 pounds of 
drv matter—including pasturage- -per 
day, per 1,009 pounds live weight of 
the animal. This means. that if all 
the water shoulq be dried out of a 
dav’s ration there would be left an 
amount equal] to about 2% per cent of 
the live weight of the animal. 

Cotton seed meal not to exceed 3 or 
4 pounds per day per 1,000 pounds is a 
wholesome and cheap food, but in my 
judgment it shoulg not be fed longer 
than on: or two months continuously, 
then holding up on {t for ten or fifteen 
davs. The hulls are not nearly so 
nutritious as any ordinary hay, but are 
a good “filler” or roughage. Hay ts 
better. especially cowpeas:or alfalfa. 

Of the 25 pounds per day per 1,000 
pounds about from 6 to 19 nounds may 
be grain, which may include cotton 
meal. corn meal, cowneas, shorts, bran, 
shipstuff, etc. 

Do not-permit vour cow to drink 
anv hut the purest and best water ob- 
tainable on your farm and as much of 
{t and as often as she will. Do not 
let her get cattle ticks on her; if you 
do she will likely have cattle fever and

CHOLERA TREATMENT. 

Le Subscriber,” Hartford, Alna., 
wants. remedy for hog cholera. The 
following is the treatment advised by 
Dr. D: McIntosh, in his book on “Dis- 
eases of Swine:” 

There its little room to doubt that 
many hogs can be cured of hog chol- 
era if taken in time and. properly 
treated. But in nearly every instance 
the hog in which the disease is recog: 
nized by the ordinary observer and 
that the hog is actually sick, was 
stricken with the disease several days 
before. So it is perhaps better policy 
to treat every hog as it were al- 
ready attacked if one: or more hava 
died of cholera, or are certainly sick 
with it. As soon as the presence of 
the disease’ is recognized the well 
hegs, including all that do not give 
any evidence of the disease, should be 
put into a@ different enclosure some dis- 
tance away. In the meantime, send 
to Dr. Peter Bahnson, state veterina- 
rian. Atlanta, Ga., for some hog -chol- 
era serum, with directions for using 
the same in inoculating the well hogs. 
In the early stage give each hog 2 
ounces of castor oil: Follow this 
(when it has operated) with 10 drops 
of nitromuriatic acid well diluted with 
water three times a day. Also give 1 
tablespoonful spirits turpentine in a 
little sweet oil once a day, and con- 
tinue three or four days. Then give 
4 grains quinine dissolved in a little 
whisky, with same quantity of water, 
at a dose three times a day for four 
or five days, if necessary. So you 
perceive that the treatment is rather 
taxing on a man’s time and patience, 
and is not likely to be employed ex- 
cept where. the number of hogs is 
small and they are valuable. The 
treatment with cholera serum is also 
an individual treatment, involving the 
cost of a dose of the serum for each 
hog (a dose costs about 25 eents) the 
possession and use of a hypodermic 
syringe.” But surely a hog worth from 
$3 to $10 or more is cheaply saved at 
a cost of even‘more than $1. (See 
remedy advised my Mr. M. R. Everett 
elsewhere on this page.)

M. R. Everett—l you have re- 
ferred a man to. Dr. Bahnson, the vet- 
erinarian, for a cure for hog cholera. 
Here is a remedy that has been usec 
by F. M: Parker, of Houston county, 
both as a preventative and cure, with 
great success: Cape aloes % pound, 
arsenic % pound, blue vitriol % pound, 
black antimony 1 ounce. Grind and 
mix well before using. Separate the 
sick from the well ones, putting the 
sick hogs in a dry pen with five large 
ones, or eight small ones in each pen. 
Feed nothing but dry food (no water) 
only the slops- containing the remedy, 
until] cured. When one refuses to eat 
turn him on his back, and with a long- 
handle spoon put the dry physic down 
his throat. Dose for large hogs: One 
tablespoeonful three times a day for 
three days, then miss one day, then 
repeat the dose until cured. For 
shoats and pigs one-half teaspoonful 
as above. AS a preventative one tea- 
spoonful once a week wil] Keep the 
hogs healthy. You can place a well 
hog in a lot with 100 sick ones and 
this remedy will keep him well. |. Lei 
no other stock eat any of the remedy, 
as it is death to them. Dr. Dodge savs 
for a number of years he sold th 
recipe for $5 and treated hogs at 
a head, and would pay 10 cents 
pound for all that died. Your 
serum is a humbug. I sent for 
veterinarian and he inoculated <8 tor 
me.

LAME MULE. 

Thomas Lyles, Blairs, 8. C.—I had a 
mule kicked on inside of hock joint 
by a shod horse which mac; a small 
incision. The joint swelled badly and 
dischargeq copiously for six weeks; 
has now about healed; mule hops 
around on three legs. The swelling is 
hard and does not give pain on pres- 
sure. If you can give advice to re- 
duce swellimg and otherwise improve 
condition you will qo me a great fa- 
vor. No veterinarian available. 

Answer—I fear your mule has what 
is called “hone spavin” caused by the 
kick received. If so and the knot is 
directly on the hock joint the chances 
are very much against a cure. Mix 
two.drams of cantharides and one 
dram of biniodide, of mercury with two 
ounces of lard, making a compound 
blister ointment. Mix well and rub in 
well and immediately around the knot, 
using the fingers. Let it remain 24 
hours, keeping the mule'’s head tied 
up for 8 or 10 hours, and then wash off 
and grease with lard. Repeat the 
blister every second week until three 
or four blisters have been applied. The 
animal must have complete rest ana it 
will be many weeks before a cure may 
be expected, if at alk (Please address 
me at.

MYCOTIC STOMATITIS OF COW. 

EK. G.. Coursey, Alpine, Ala.—I wish 
vou would let me know through your 
next issue what to do for my cows

Answer—(1) This cow probably has 
what is called “mycotic stomatitis.” or 
inflammation of the mouth. It is not 
considered a serious disease, is not 
contagious and yields readily to treat- 
ment. It is caused by the animal eat- 
Ing forage plants containing fungi or 
molds (smuts). 

First. remove the affecteg cow, and 
others if any, from the pasture in 
which they have been running.* Bring 
the affected animal to the barn or 
cow yvard and feed on soft. nutritious 
food such as bran mashes, ground feed 
and gruels. A bucket of clear, coo] 
water shou.w be kept where the pa- 
tient may drink or rinse its mouth at 
will, cissolving two- heaping table- 
spoonfuls of borax or one of chlorate 
of potash in «ach of the first two 
bucketfuls of water taken during the 
day. Swab out the mouth daily with 
an antiseptic wash, such as a 2 ver 
cent solution (2 in 100) 0° earbolic 
acid in water, or of creolin, or a 50 
per cent solution of peroxide of hvydro- 
gen. These should be followed by 
astringent washes or lotions such as 
half a tablespoonful of alum, borax or 
chisrate of potasn Placed on the 
tongZue. 

(2) I think this cow has inflamma- 
tion of the brain, co..nonly called 
“staggers,’’ but I am by no means cer- 
tain. If it is staggers it is too late 
for any effective treatment. 


DELIGHTFUL SUMMER DRINK.

Boil 
briskly 10 or 15 minutes. and skim 
Add 1 gallon of pure apple vinegar 
(cider). Bring to a slow boil and 
strain through muslin into bottles or 
glass cans. Cork and seal tightly while 
hot. If corks are used dip the corked 
ends into melted wax to seal] them 
hermetically. To prevent breakage 
the bottles and cans should be warmed 
before filling or wrapped in a cloth 
wrung out of hot water. If the fruit 
is go00d and the work done according 
to these directions, this wil] keep in- 
definitely in any climate, and you know 
‘it is clean, as well as healthful.

CUCUMBER WORMS. 
Herrington and others inquire 
for a remedy or preventative of cu- 
cumber (pickle worms), the aveak 
caterpillar that bores into the cucum- 
bers and cantaloupes. I know of no 
effective treatment. It is impracticable 
to poison them, because the worm 
feeds altogether on the inside of the 
cucumber (or melon.) Early plant- 
ings usually escape serious injurv. 
Where one has but a few vines It 
would be practicable to cover each 
vine with a piece of mosquito netting. 
or fly screen wire. which would pre- 
vent the moth that lays the eggs get- 
ting to the fruit. This sheuld be done 
by the time the blooms commence to 
appear.

CATTLE TICKS. 
T. FE. Mauldin, Thomaston,. Ga,— 


Please send me a receipt for. making 
something to rub on cows to keép ticks, 
eac., o ffthem. I notice where you 
recommend dipping them, but I am not 
fixed for-that, and want something like 
a salve that I can grease with. Also 
you might put my name on the mail- 


ing list and send me such informatio€™, 


as vou get out from time to time. I 
guess you have published the formula 
that I have asked for several times, 
but I failed to see it.

Answer—Almost any kind of grease 


or non-volatile oil will kill eattle ticks, 
but the following is probably the best: 
Mix 1 gallon of kerosene, 1 gallon of 
cotton seed oil, 1 pound of sulphur and 
2 pounds of pine tar and apply every 
dav or two to every individual bovine 
animal that runs in your pasture. Of 
the following: Equal parts of cotton 
seed oi] and crude petroleum. If your 
cattle run in a pasture that is under 
your control you may get rid of-every 
tick in the course of the summer if 
you will inspect each animal twice a 
week and destroy every tick found on 
them. Or if you will keep all cattle 
from the pasture after September 1 
until] next May there will be no ticks: 
after the latter date. There are no 
cattle ticks now in the cotton, corn and 
small grain fields from which all cat- 
tle have been excluded since March 1 
until now.
